IN Savannah. 

A Season OF RELIGIOUS Interest I.astino 
FROM November Vill May—Breakino

On thes^ mbonligbC ^evenings the 
stroller toward the west end of the city 
will see all the sidewalks thronged by 
cheerful darkies, pressing toward the 
center of town at an early hour, and 
toward the weslerii sul-urlis at a later 
hour, Moving in that direction a few 
blocks and the streets and bouses take 
a different look^ the former are nar- 
row and unpaved, and the latter set in 
bunches, unpainted and dingy. Eveiy 
little dwelling swarms with colored 
people. A cabin, too small for a small 
white family in Indiana, holds two or 
three colored families; their furniture 
is not worth §5 to the famil>', their 
home life is painfully bare, and nearly 
all thoir leisure is spent in the open air. 
The banjo and violin are heard on every 
Kijuaro. The little dark saloons are 
marked by red lights, and the narrow 
alleys and open spaces resound with 
riotous merriment. Every saloon that 
is big enough has a pool table, and a 
fairly exciting article .of tangle foot is 
retailed at"5 to 10 cents a "jigger," ac- 
cording to the wish of the cuHtonier. 
Restaurants abound, each about six or 
f'iglit feet Kquare, with a little Iwo by- 
two counter di.splaying ciiiuly, cigara 
and sandwiche.s. 

LSTRONO ON REVIVALS A.N.') KUNEliAI.S. 

Colored churches also abound, of all 
sizes, from the large building wliii^h 
will seat a thousand, down to a mere 
board chapel; and in various private 
hoUHRH prayer meetings are in progress. 
1 tiliould say that one half the colorcii 
peo[)l(! arc now attending some kir.J of 
religions acivice evury night in tlin 
week, in one evening's walk through 
their section I found six meetings, 
large and small, in progresa There is 
seldom a time from November till May 
that a •'glorious" revival is not going 
on, and often three are running uL 
once. The negro is .strong on reviv- 
als, and on funerals lie is simply im 
mense. In the country every black ycv- 
son who knew the deceased negro in 
his life goes to the funeral. If one dies 
in the forenoon the fact is known for 
six or seven miles around before night 
— shouted from fii.'id to Geld by the la- 
borers, and the report sent by swift- 
footed chililren to bouses too far away 
for shouting the news. From field to 
field thus runs the word: "0-o-h, Fan- 
nie! Gwyne to set up to-night?" "Why, 
who o-o's dead?" "Aunt Polly's Susie — 
gwyne?' "Why, shuahl" "Well, send 
de word on." 

Just at the |)resont a "powerful re- 
vival" is devastating the congregation 
of the big church here, and evening af- 
ter evening the scenes are wonderful. 
The vast edifice crowded above and be 
low with blacks, the loud and long 
prayers in a tone of moving energy, 
the fervent responses, and the groauH 
and cries of forty or fifty mournern, 
make up a panorama that tbrills the 
blood. After each reported conversion 
the sisters break out into ra])turoua 
BongB, and when there is delay or an 
apparent tending to coldness, the ap- 
peals in song are strikingly vivid, at;

It -were worth wliile to bo poor and 
ignorant if it would iuHuro one to see 
supernatural tliingn aH clearly as they 
seeni to, but the Bunior.s complain bit- 
terly that the "old spirituals" are no 
longer sung as once they were. The 
educated. young negro cannot roar theiu 
forth with the fervor the slaves did. 

And liow do all tliewe people liv.- / 
Well, for (iight montha in tlie vear 
tlierc is plenty of work, and lU fairly 
good wnge.H, tlio men earn from 75 cents 
to .$1.50 \n:v day at the commonest la- 
bor, and many in avocations requiring 
some skili *geli $2 a day from October 
till April. There is, Srst of all the heavy 
handling of ship stores on the long 
wharves loaded with (.ieorgia pine, tar, 
rosin, and turpentine. Cotton handl- 
ing ia the negro's monopoly. ]i is 
never too hot for him about the com- 
preea or the wharf. Fish and oyster.s 
employ hundreds. All the draying is 
done by the negroes. At leasi half 
the crow of the many little sail vesseln 
are black. t)f course there are no 
white barbers, hotelwaiters, boot blacks, 
ucavougors, or jjortern. I have yet to 
ace a white nurse-maid, and white house 
servants are very rare. Four fifths of 
the .dealers in the market house are 
black. All the wood, coal, ashes, fruit, 
and provisions I see iu transit are in 
charge of black int;!!, And scores of 
lines I lack apace to mention they 
monopolize.- -Parl-'fi Savannah L t(er 
To Tfie Chicago Txma.
